Litvinoff began his conference with 
Mr. Roosevelt directly after some 200

During the day indications came 
from both administration and soviet 
sources that an announcement on rec- 
Ognition by the president was near. 

The expectation was that Mr. Roose- 
velt would reach an accord of some 
kind beiore he leaves tomorrow for 
Warm Springs, Ga. 

State department aides said the rec- 
or’s were to be removed to a down- 
town government building for éxami- 
nation Ly American and soviet offi- 
cialis. "These records presumably deal: 
With debts and issues leit wWnsettled 
gince the czarist government failed, 

Police patrolled the vicinity of the 
embassy as the records were taken 
out. Litvinoff gave his approval, 
estate department aids said, to the 
removal. 

Greatest secrecy surrounded the 
move. Police officials only would say 
that they had been asked by a “high 
official” of the state department to- 
day to block off the area around the 
embassy “about midnight.” The army 
refused to talk and soviet officials 
here with Litvinoff were equally un-

A preparatory step toward stimula- 
tion of soviet-American trade after 
diplomatic relations are restored was 
taken today when Assistant Secretary 
of State Harry F. Payer resigned to 
accept a position as special counsel 
on foreign and export matters for the 
R, F. C. Payer has devoted the last 
three months to a study of potential 
soviet commerce with the United 
States.

He was dead 
upon arrival at Grady hospital. Sev- 
eral persons who v@re in the vicinity 
told police they saw Brown with his 
hands in the air while Foster searched 
his pockets. 

Brown told officers that Foster was 
an acquaintance of his and that Foster 
Decatur

Witnesses to the slaying of the ban- 
dit marveled at the markmanship of 
Evans, who shot Foster while the lat- 
ter had his hands in Brown’s pockets.

Yields Protective Serum

‘overy in the blood of St. Louis sleep 
sickness convalescents of sub 
stances which protected mice against 
the disease was announced tonight by 
the Rockefeller Institute for Medical 
Research. 

The announcement adds evidenve 
for a hope generally expressed by 
medical men that in the serum of hu- 
man beings or of animals having 


sleeping sickness, there will be found 


ultimately one of the immunizity 
agents useful for protection against 
encephalitis. 

The institute studies have not ad- 
vanced to the point of testing th's 
serum on human beings. The im- 
munizing agent was detected during 
extensive experiments of much greater 
scientific interest, which are also an- 
nounced tonight. 

These appear to disclose the active 
cause of the disease. They are describ- 
ed by Leslie T. Webster aud George 
L. Fite. These workers inoculated the 
brains of special strains of mice sus- 
ceptible to encephalitis, with brain

Mixed Ruling Given 
On Gold Hoarding 


NEW YORK, Nov, 16.—4)—Fed- 
eral Judge John M. Woolsey ruled 
today that, technically, the executive 
order of August 28 directing gold 
hoarders to turn their gold over to 
the federal reserve banks was invalid 
in that it exceeded the authority given 
by congress. 

The ruling was made when the 
court sustained a demurrer entered by 
Frederick Barber Campbell, attorney, 
to one count of an indictment which 
charged him with failure to turn in 
27 bats of gold valued at $200,574.34 
in obedience to President Roosevelt’s 
order. 

While the court in effect and by 
implication approved the president’s 
policy, it held that congress had vest- 
ed in the secretary of the treasury 
alone the authority to issue the gold 
order. 

Though he invalidated the order on 
a technicality, Judge Woolsey at the 
same time sustained an indictment 


| charging Campbell with failure to re- 
; port possession of the gold in con- 


tradiction to the act of March 9.

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State Expected To Match| 


Amount for Vital Tri-}1 
State Highway. 


Assurance of early paving of the 
eight-mile stretch of highway across 
Rabun county, known as the tri-state 
road, on the direct route between High- 
lands, N. C., and Walhalla, 8. C., was 
seen Thursday in a telegram received 
from Congressman John 8. Wood, of 
Georgia, which stated Pes approxi- 
mately $42,000 had been allocated to 
this project by the federal forest high- 
way fund. 

The paving of this eight-mile stretch 
has for sometime been listed as a 
pressing project, and it is believed 
that this action in Washington will 
assure early start of the work. 

Governor Eugene Talmadge is known 
to be anxious to see the road paved 
and, when recently interviewed on the 
subject by Congressman Wood, he 
stated he would give his support to 
the move for early allocation of need- 
ed state funds as soon as definite 
action had been taken at Washing- 


Tt will be necessary for the state 
to provide an amount similar to that 
to be furnished by the federal gov- 
ernment and it is believed that the 
state highway board will take up the 
matter at an early date, 

State highway authorities of both 
North and South Carolina have re 
quested early paving of this stretch 
by Georgia. 

The project is of extreme importance 
inasmuch as it is the only unpaved 
link on the direct highway from Cin- 
cinnati, by way of Knoxville and 
Highlands, to Augusta, Savannah and 
the coast highway into Florida. It is 
also directly connected with the higb- 
way to Columbia and Charleston and 
the north and south highways between 
Atlanta and Charlotte and points both 
south and north. 

It also touches, at Mountain View, 
a paved road leading to Clayton, from 
which another all-paved highway runs 
to Atlanta and from which point the 
paved Hiawassee highway leads to 
Chattanooga and the west. 

This eight-mile stretch, which runs 
directly across Rabun wiomay & is the 
only section on all these highways 
unpaved and advocates of the project 
have pointed out that it greatly in- 
terferes with travel on all these im- 
portant trunk roads, on the theory 
that as a chain is only as strong as 
its weakest link, so a through-high- 
way is rendered only as passable as its 
poorest stretch, in bad weather par- 
ticularly. 

Now, with the allocation of half 
the needed funds by the federal forest 
bureau, it is confidently expected that 
the state will shortly match this 
amount with state funds, thus per- 
mitting a prompt start on the ererect 
which, for its length, is probably the 
most important unpaved stretch of 
highway in the southeastern states.

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THE BAIT FOR RECOGNITION. 


Information on Russia’s financial 
condition is being made public from 
time to time by the Amtorg Trading 
Company, the soviet official trading 
agency in the United States, evi- 
dently for the purpose of encourag- 
ing public sentiment to demand an 
increase in business relations be- 
tween the two countries. 

Whatever the purpose, the figures 

. are significant in the apparent show- 

ing they make of a constant in- 
crease in the financial solidarity of 
the soviet government and in the 
opportunity offered American man- 
ufacturers through filling Russian 
orders. 

The peak of American exports to 
Russia was reached in 1930 when 
the soviets bought $111,000,000 of 
our goods, but these exports have 
dropped this year to approximately 
one-third that figure. 

According to Amtorg the Russian 
gold reserve now amounts to more 
than $400,000,000 and has shown 
a steady increase year by year. The 
gold mines of the country, owned 
and operated as are all other forms 
of business and industry by the gov- 
ernment, produced $35,000,000 in 
the yellow metal last year. The 
gold supply is used to increase the 
gold reserve, to cover bank notes 
and also has been used at times to 
pay foreign debts—a topic which is 
reported as having a prominent place 
in the conferences in Washington 
between Foreign Minister Litvinoff, 
President Roosevelt and Secretary 
Hull. 

The American government statis- 
ticians have announced that the 
Russian debts amount to approxi- 
mately $273,000,000—this figure 
including $86,000,000 of loans 
floated by the tsarist government 
and taken by American citizens, and 
$187,000,000 due the United States 
government for monéy advanced 
the Kerensky government. 

Other Russian obligations include 
properties of Americans confiscated 
in Russia and imperial Russian 
bonds held in this country. 

The bait that soviet spokesmen 
are holding out. to gain diplomatic 
recognition is that, with proper 
credits, our exports to Russia might 
reasonably mount to a billion dol- 
lars a year. Heretofore these ex- 
ports have been chiefly agricultural 
implements, automobiles, cotton, 
machinery various kinds and 
copper. | 

it is doubtful if recognition would 
be followed by such a tremendous 
upward bulge in exports, as the fig- 
ure given would represent, at least 
for the present, practically all ot 
Russia's annual imports. Undoubt- 
edly, however, there is an opening 
for a material increase, even over 
the peak year of 1930, and the 
Amtorg statistics indicate an ability 
of the soviets to pay their bills.

A NATIONAL HEALTH PLAN. 


The need for a comprehensive 
national health plan which would 
embrace public health and preven- 
tive activities, private medical and 
voluntary social services, is em- 
phasized in the recently issued 28th 
annual report of the Milbank Me- 
morial Fund, 

This fund, established nearly 30 
| years ago by Elizabeth Milbank An- 
derson, has been used for the de- 
velopment of practical programs, the 
application of scientific knowledge 
in the administration of health and 
welfare, and the improvement of ad- 
ministrative procedures. It has 
been largely instrumental in bring- 
ing about reforms and advancement 
accomplished along these lines dur- 
ing recent years. e 

In urging a plan for the con? 
servation of the people’s health on 
a national scale, John A. Kingsbury, 
secretary of the fund, refers to the 
practical collapse of local health ac- 
tivities in some states as follows: 

A critical condition is facing the 
health authorities in many sections of 
the country due to diminishing sup- 
port of public health services. Since 
1931, appropriations for these pur- 
poses have been cut in 40 of the 48 
states of the Union an average of 10 
per cent. In some states the reduc- 
tion in appropriations for public 
health has amounted to 60 per ceut. 
This means that many counties, cities, 
and even whole states have been 
obliged to abandon’ vital health 
services. 

The seriousness of the situation is 
aggravated by the depression. The 
demand for medical services, both pre- 
ventive and curative, has increased. 
Existing clinic facilities aré over- 
taxed, the “case load” of visiting 
nurses is far too heavy, physicians are 
burdened with charity practice, and 
public health departments are unable 
to carry on essential preventive ac- 
tivities, 

The results of these conditions, 
Mr. Kingsbury points out, are al- 
ready becoming evident in increased 
malnutrition among school children, 
higher sickness rates among the un- 
‘employed, and rising infant and tu- 
|berculosis mortality in areas hard 
| hit by the depression. 
| The notable example in formulat- 
‘ing an ambitious health program set 
by New York state under the lead- 
ership of the then Governor Frank- 
‘lin D. Roosevelt is cited by the re- 
port, in which the conviction is ex- 
|pressed that the president will, in 
‘due time, take the initiative in the 
‘nation as he did in the state in fur- 
' thering public health through the 
‘adoption of a comprehensive na- 
‘tional health plan. 
| Georgia furnishes convincing il- 
-lustration of the benefits to be ex- 
pected from organized public health 
‘efforts. In those counties in the 
state in which public health centers 
/have organized under the direction 
lof the state board of health, con- 
ditions have, without exception, 
been vastly improved. 

What has been accomplished in 
these counties could be done in 
every other county in Georgia and 
in every state in the Union, and at 
but little comparative cost.

“Did you read 
in the papers this morning,” he whis- 
pered, “that the British have discov- 
ered that the Germans plan to invade 
France by way of Switzerland next 
time, ‘that the plan is known in every 
detail?” 3 
At least that won’t be a surprise 
then. Herr Hitler and his associates 
fill the European air with peace talk 
at .present. That may sound surpris- 
ing to some, who had expected a con- 
tinuance of the martial threats of 
the first days. It is no surpise to the 
French press, which is almost unan- 
imous in recognizing that Herr Hitler 
is trying to gain time. “He isn’t 
ready yet. Wait till he is ready and 
the tune will change,’ they say. 
Whom to believe? Herr Hitler's 
words are all right, but his acts... . 
parades, drill, demonstrations, goose- 
step, inearceration of everyone who 
was known to be an advocate of 
peace in the past. .

Health Talks

OUR UNWELCOME NEIGHBORS. 

The unbidden guests so far dis- 
cussed comprise the affable louse fam- 
ily—head, body and public tribes; 
the ubiquitous bedbug; round worms, 
pinworms, tapeworms, trichina, mos- 
quitoes. 

These parasites live in or on us. 
They are our uninvited guests until 
we can contrive to dislodge ur destroy 
them. 

But even if we are not saddled with 
such: inimical or at least annoying 
pests, life is still just a constant 
struggle to get along amicably with 
our unwelcome neighbors. In order 
to enjoy life one must know how to 
cope with such problems as fleas, jig- 
gers, spiders and bees; flies, ants, 
roaches and moths: rats, mice, squir- 
rels and gophers; cats. dogs, snakes 
and scorpions, We might add to the 
list the greater menace of the putative 
lady or gentleman who exercises the 
inalienable right of the ignoramus to 
share his or her acute respiratory 1n- 
fection, under the disarming alias of 
a “slight cold,” with any one that 
happens to come within range of con- 
versational spray. But not all of these 
nuisances are parasites. We must 
draw the line somewhere. 

Fleas, wingless, are famous for their 
leaping ability, but the truth is fleas 
can jump only four or five inches, 
never over six inches, They infest cats, 
dogs and other animals, such as squirt- 
rels, rats and sometimes man. Fleas 
on rats and ground squirrels carry 
plague, Fleas deposit their eggs amopg 
the hair or fur, but unlike the nits ny 
lice the eggs do not cling to the hair, 
but readily drop off, and, hatch in the 
dust or refuse of the nest, den or 
room. Tincture of green seap ig a4 
good agent for destroying fleas on ani- 


Some people have an idea that | 


mal or man. Ordinary insecticides or 


‘germicides are of little value against 


fleas. But they don't like soap, Nor 
do they like kerosene. An emulsion of 
crude oil (petroleum) and soft svap, 
about a pint or pound of each, with: 
an ounce of naphthalene (moth balls) 
in a gallon of water may be wsed for 
cleaning up the floor or ground where 
fleas or their eggs are present. To 
relieve flea bites, which are like hives 
in some cases, but just red or hemor- 
rhagic points in other cases, calamin 
lotion or camphor is good, Camphor, 
oil of eucalyptus, or oil of pennyroyal 
repels fleas. 

Ticks or wood lice are commonly 
called “ehiggers.”” They hang tena- 
ciously to the skin until they are en- 
gorged with blood, then they drop off. 
If they are forcibly removed the head 
or proboscis may be broken off and 
left in the skin to set up much irri- 
tation or inflammation. The tick will 
let.go if smothered with vaseline, tur- 
pentine or tobacco juice. For the re- 
lief of the itching or irritation of chig- 
ger bites calamin lotion with some 
phenol (carbolic acid) added is good. 

The best treatment for the bite of a 
spider of any kind is immediate criss- 
cross incision and suction. as for 
snakebite. No serum has been found 
effective. 4 

Bee stings may be relieved with- 
peroxide, or weak ammonia water, but 
first remove the sting if you ¢an see 
it, not by grasping it and pulling out 
but by scraping it out with finger nail 
or kniitfe blade. Het applications, wet. 
clay, a freshly cut potato relieve the 
pain. A solution of 30 grains ef iodia 
in an ounce of soft soap and petro- 
leum will relieve bee, hornet or wasp 
stings immediately.

DR. EUGENE BOOTH

Culbertson 
on Contract 


An Imperative Discard. 


BY ELY CULBERTSON 
World’s Champion Player and 


Greatest Card Analyst. 


In line with our endeavor to give 
our partner all the information pos- 
sible in defense play, we must remem- 
ber that very often winning combina- 
tions which are clear to us cannot pos- 
sibly be foreseen by our partner. Very 
often a most unorthodox lead or dis- 
card is necessary in order that we 
may take full control into our own 
hands. A very surprising “‘come-on” 
discard proved to be the only means 
of defeating a four-spade contract on 
the following hand, which was played 
in one of the qualifying rounds for 
the United States Bridge Association’s 
national championship tournaments. 
These qualifying tournaments are, of 
course, duplicate games, so that in 
the following cases it was possible to 
compare the results when East did 
and did not make the correct play.

West opened the ace of hearts, on 
which dummy played small. It was 
quite obvious to East that this lead 
was from, at most, a doubleton hold- 
ing, in which case a continuation 
would furnish West a ruff of the third 
round of hearts. There was the dan- 
ger, however, that West would be de- 
terred from his original purpose when 
he saw the king of hearts in dummy, 
and would shift to another suit, which 
might seem to offer a better hope of 
developing the necessary number of 
tricks. It was urgent that East com- 
mand a heart continuation; and this 
he accomplished by playing the nine 
of hearts on West’s ace. West, in the 
face of this veritable command, could 
not disobey ; he led the seven of hearts 
and when this was won in dummy 
and a small spade led, Bast imme- 
diately put up the ace and returned 
a heart for West to ruff. The king of 
or ag later furnished the setting 
trick. 

This is a good example of cases 
in which encouraging discards are 
not based upon high card or short- 
suit holdings, but purely upon the 
knowledge that a continuation of the 
suit led is imperative. Since it is a 
somewhat unorthodox play, many 
East players failed to make it, and 
West shifted to the queen of clubs, 
hoping to find Hast with the ace and 
ten and cash three club tricks before 
South could gain the lead. 

The ace of hearts was opened at 
almost every table, the weakness of 
West’s hand’ making a desperation 
lead seem necessary.
